BETHLEHEM — There was a time 
not too long ago when every day was 
Easter Sunday for Father Brian 
MacTommoney, an American 

‘Franciscan priest who has spent more 
than 20 years in the Holy Land: But for 
the next two years or so, évery day will 
be, after a fashion, Christmas morning. 


Father MacTommoney, a_ native of 
Atlantic City, N.J., belongs to” the 
Franciscan Province for the Custody of 
the Holy Land. He has been assigned, at 
one time or another, to the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem and the 
Church of the Primacy of Peter in 
Capernaum, on the Sea of Galilee. He is 
now. living here in Bethlehem, one of 
several Franciscan friars at the Church of. 
the Nativity; it dates from Byzantine 
times and is situated above the rock grotto 
in which Jesus was born on the first 
Christmas, almost 20 centuries ago. 


THE FRANCISCANS, since the 14th 
century, have been charged by the Holy 
See with caring for the Holy Land, its 
special shrines and the many pilgrims 
who visit them each year (St. Francis

MUST ABSTAIN — Priests of the El Paso 
diocese. were told in late November that 
Catholics in the diocese had to abstain from 
meat on Fridays, but Bishop Raymundo Pena 
said it was all a mistake. The notice to priests 
from the diocesan vice chancellor “‘was sent 
without my knowledge and without my 
authorization’’ and therefore has no legal 
effect, Bishop Pena said. 

MANUSCRIPT BOUGHT — A Vatican 
bank adviser was involved in the purchase of.a 
medieval German manuscript for 8.14 million 
pounds ($11.8 million). Hermann Abs, the 
Vatican adviser and a German banker, was 
spokesman for the purchasers: the West 
German state of Lower Saxony; the West 
German Bavarian state government; the West 
German federal government in Bonn; the 
Prussian Cultural Heritage Foundation in 
Berlin; and a bank consortium. 

‘CONFUSED’ — The _ Boston 
Archdiocese’s chief ecumenical officer has 
suggested an American Catholic-Masonic 
dialogue, saying, ‘‘I am confused,’’ by a Nov. 
26 Vatican declaration forbidding Catholics to 
be Masons. The dialogue would be aimed at 
seeing whether most U.S. Freemasonry today 
is different enough from other Masonic forms 
so the prohibition would not apply, Father 
Peter V. Conley said. 

CAPACITY CROWDS — During the first 
two weeks of the Vatican art exhibit at San 
Francisco’s M. H. de Young Memorial 
Museum, the museum has been filled to 


capacity, an official said. Between the Nov. 19 
opening and Dec. 6, about 135,000 people 
have viewed the 237 works collected by the 
Vatican. 

THIRD ANNIVERSARY — 
Commemorating the third anniversary of the 
murders of four American missionaries in El 
Salvador, Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of 


Chicago attacked the Reagan administration’s . 


policies in Central America. He said the U.S. 
bishops ‘‘have been convinced that a military 
solution is not the answer to the problem of 
Central America; such a solution will not end 
the violence.”’ 

NO HIGHER — The rate of alcoholism 
among priests is no higher than that of the 
general population, an alcoholism treatment 
expert told Madison, Wis., clergymen. The 
myth that clergy are more susceptible to 
alcoholism than others is not true, said 
Howard W. Thompson, director of education 
and patient relations for Guest House, an 
alcoholism treatment program with facilities in 
Lake Orion, Mich., and Rochester, Minn. 

DIALOGUE PRAYER — Pope John Paul 
II prayed that the Blessed Virgin Mary would 
persuade world decision-makers to solve their 
problems through dialogue. The pope, who 
offered his prayer on the Feast of the 
Immaculate Conception, asked Mary to 
“convince the men of arms in various parts of 
the world to accept this invocation for peace 
that rises from tortured and defenseless 
populations.”’ 

‘UNFAIR’ — Catholic scholars, in a series 
of essays released by the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men, have questioned the 
Church’s handling of the case of former Mercy 
Sister Agnes Mary Mansour. They suggested 
that Ms. Mansour was not treated fairly, that 
the Church needs to follow its own human

the Magisterium (the Church’s teaching 
authority) was misunderstood and misapplied. 
PROTEST — Religious women have 
protested to the U.S. and Honduran 
governments after being barred from entering 
Honduras to hold what they said would be a 
prayer pilgrimage. Honduras ‘‘welcomed 
thousands of U.S. military personnel with 
arms’’ but denied entry to 150 Religious 
women, ‘‘who came, unarmed, to pray for 
peace,’’ a statement by the women said. 


NUN MAY LEAVE — Mercy Sister 
Arlene Violet, who was narrowly defeated in a 
1982 bid for the office of attorney general of 
Rhode Island, said she may leave the Sisters of 
Mercy if necessary to run again. Sister Violet, 
an attorney, said that if she resigns from the 
order she plans to seek reinstatement as a 
Sister of Mercy when her role in active politics 
ends. Religious, like priests, are forbidden to 
run for office without the permission of their 
bishops; some experts think the approval of the 
Holy See is needed as well.

Jesus has to love my kids, I’m sure of that, in all their 
pain and sadness—for Jesus was, like them, a wanderer 
_and nomad, with no place to lay His head. Like most of my 
kids He was born in poverty and welcomed by outcasts. He 
was no stranger to the hunger and fatigue and mis- 
understanding and rejection of their lives either. Perhaps 
more than any one else, they have the right to be called the 
least of His brethren, and the right too, to His special love 
and mercy for the wandering lost sheep that He cares 
about so much. 


Look, Christmas is not the time for sad letters about my 


. kids—letters that could perhaps diminish your own hap- 
piness. Christmas is a time for joyful thoughts about the’ 


Son of God who loved us with such an immeasurable, long- 
ing love. We celebrate His birth and childhood and in- 
nocence with the giving of gifts and speaking of our own 
love. We try to make our own love visible. 


Let our celebration be simple and unsophisticated. He 
was just achild ina stable. Let our joy be unhurried and un- 
harried. The angel wished us peace and good will. Let us 
give gifts. also, to Him as the wise men did, and in giving 
gifts to others let us give inHis name andin love. for we are 
all nomads and pilgrims together: 


Thank you for giving that gift of love to my kids. Your 
kids now. Because of you,.thousands of children and 
young people are helped every day. Because of your love. 
thousands are saved from lives of degradation and

Father Waldo 
dies at abbey 


OCEANSIDE — Benedictine Father 
- Cornelius Waldo died at Prince of Peace 
Abbey Dec. 7. He was 76 years old, and 
had been a professed monk for 55 years, 
the last 25 of them at the Benedictine 
abbey here. 


Father Waldo was born in Indianapolis 
and was ordained a priest 51 years ago at 
St. Meinrad Archabbey in Indiana. He 
divided his time between scholastic and 
parochial duties, and in 1941 entered 
active military duty. As a chaplain, he 
served in the Pacific and retired from the 
Air Force with the rank of major. 


FATHER WALDO served the Diocese 
of San Diego first in Imperial Beach, 
Perris and then in Imperial County. His 
contacts with the late Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy led to the invitation for the 
Benedictine monks to come to the 
diocese. : 

A funeral Mass for Father Waldo was 
celebrated Dec. 10, with burial in the 
newly prepared abbey cemetery. He was 
the first monk to die in the 25-year history 
of the abbey.

She filled his 
arms with the roses which he carried in 
his tilma, an article of clothing. 

When he approached the bishop and 


unfolded his cloak, an image of Our Lady 
with dark skin had been imprinted on the 


tilma. Scientific studies of the image, ° 


which can still be seen in the Basilica of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe in Mexico City, 
have shown it was neither painted nor put 
on the cloth in any explainable manner. 


ON THE Sunday nearest the feast of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe (Dec. 12 in 
America), San Diegans assemble at the 
church named in-her honor on Kearney 
Avenue and parade to the downtown 
convention center. :

Fr. Dillabough on U.S. seminary staff in Rome

ROME — It isn’t too often that a 
former student returns as a faculty 
member to the institution from which he 
graduated, but the move has a special 
meaning for Father Daniel Dillabough. 


Previously secretary to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and director of the diocesan 


vocations. office, Father Dillabough is , 


now on the faculty of the North American 
College, a major seminary operated by 
the U.S. bishops. There, 170 seminarians 
from 85 dioceses are now completing their 
final four. years of studies for the 
priesthood or spending a fifth, post- 
ordination year. © 


AT NAC, Father Dillabough has the 
opportunity to guide vocations at the 
other end of the spectrum: in San Diego, 
he worked with young men discerning 
their vocations at the junior seminary 
level; and in Rome, he is guiding 
apostolic and pastoral formation for men 
close to ordination to diaconate and 
priesthood. 


Father Dillabough is also working on a_ 


doctorate-in moral theology; his thesis is 


on the rights of the family, called for by 
Pope John Paul II in his apostolic 
exhortation Famuiltaris Consortio. 


Father Dillabough is one of four San 
Diego priests studying in Rome at the 
moment. Father Dennis Mikulanis of St. 
Mary Magdalene Church is working on a 
doctorate in ecumenical theology, and 
Fathers Kenneth Del Priore and Michael 
Murphy, ordained earlier this year, are 
completing a fifth year before returning to 
the diocese for their first pastoral 
assignments. 


IN ADDITION, three San : Diego 
seminarians are curently studying at 
NAC prior to ordination. They are John 
Riley of St. Francis parish, Vista; Henry 
Rodriguez of Our Lady of Angels; and 
Cyril Flavin of St. Mary Magdalene. 


Once the alma mater of virtually every 
U.S. bishop, the 125-year-old North 
American College is actually a residence 
where seminarians live, work and pray 
together; they take their classes at one ofa 
number of pontifical universities in 
Rome, including the Gregorian, the 
Angelicum, or Saint Anselmo’s.

sure it will happen, it’s best to wait for a 
direct announcement by the pope.’’ 


“‘As far as the Justice Ministry is 
concerned, there are no problems with 
such a meeting,’’ he added. 


Giudici said the details being worked 
out include the time of the prison visit and 
security precautions. 


FATHER ROMEO Panciroli, 
Vatican press spokesman, characterized 
as ‘‘speculation by the press’’ reports of a 
planned papal meeting with Agca. He 
said he ‘‘would not rule anything out,”’ 
but added that details of the prison visit, 
including time and place, had not yet 
been decided upon. 


Speculation about a papal meeting with 
Agca began after the Vatican announced 
Dec. 6 that Pope John Paul will make a 
Christmas visit to a Rome prison to 
celebrate a Holy Year Mass. The 
announcement did not mention the 
prison to be visited nor the date of the 
visit. 

The announcement was made by 
Archbishop Mario Schierano, head of the 
Vatican’s Holy Year committee, who said 
the pope will give inmates a special 
indulgence granted during the Holy 
Year. 


TWO OF Pope John Paul’s recent 
predecessors had made Christmas visits to 
prisons. 


Pope John XXIII visited Rome’s 
Regina Coeli (Queen of Heaven) jail on 
Dec. 26, 1958, and Pope Paul VI said 
Mass there on April 9, 1964. 


“Pope John Paul will probably visit 
Rebibbia prison rather than Regina Coeli 
because Rebibbia is larger and houses 
both men and women,’’ Archbishop 
Schierano said. 


‘“WE HOPE the visit will be televised 
so the large number of prison inmates 
around the world can share indirectly in 
the event,’’ he added. 


The Italian television network RAI 
often films special papal events and offers 
worldwide distribution via satellite. 


The Rebibbia prison holds some of 
Italy’s toughest criminals, as well as 51 
people awaiting trial in January on 
charges of armed insurrection, attempted 
murder, kidnapping and robbery.

‘A key role’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Catholic weekly newspapers play a 
key role in promoting moral values and inviting meditation by a 
modern society too often exposed to superficiality, Fone John 
Paul II said Dec. 2. 


The pope, speaking to a meeting of the Federation of Italian 
Catholic Weeklies; said the weekly format helps favor 
“thoughtful evaluation’? over the ‘‘rush of information”’ 
exhibited in the daily press. 


‘‘Weeklies work as a corrective to deformed news or to 
calculated silences,’’ the pope said. ‘“They have the privilege of 
contributing decisively to thoughtful meditation and. interior 
growth — that ‘civilization of thought’ — that modern society 


greatly needs because it is exposed to the dangers of distraction 


and superficiality.’’ 
One of the tasks of the Catholic press, the pope said, is the 
promotion and safeguarding of moral values. 


“In today’s climate of permissiveness, which is often taken to 
extremes by publishers, this ethical role assumes a key 
significance,’ the pope said. 


The Catholic press should have a clear, critical orientation, 
with the aim of providing background and analysis of the most 
significant of life’s events, he said. 


Catholic weeklies, he added, are a valuable instrument for 
increasing readers’ awareness of the particular and the universal 
Church. Journalism, he said, corresponds to a ‘‘genuine 
vocation’’ and a ‘‘generous ministry.’’ 


The pope invited journalists to think of penance, reconciliation 
and peace during the current Holy Year of the Redemption. 

When such themes are treated competently and realistically in 
the press, he said, they can help reawaken the sense of conscience 
and help elevate public morality.

The Pious Fund — 


A third Jesuit of no small stature arrived in 1700. He 
was a Honduran with exceptional gifts and talents. He 
was a professor of philosophy at Colegio Maximo in 
Mexico City, and became the main support of the entire 
colony. He conciliated the Indians, and cultivated the 
land. He was shrewd and pious; a missionary 
frontiersman, explorer, farmer, cattleman, vineyardist 
and Superior. He was Father Juan de Ugarte, SJ. 


As early as 1697, the Jesuits were given permission to 
collect money for the task of the conversion of the Indians 
of the Californias. This was done by a door-to-door 


campaign. Monies collected and estates turned over by . 


benefactors to support the missions became known as the 
Pious Fund. This fund continued to be history for the 
next two and a half centuries. 


ONE OF THE first contributrors was Don Juan 
Caballero y Ocio, a priest of Queretaro who was 
independently wealthy and also Commissary of the 
Inquisition. Another generous benefactor was Jose de la 
Puente and his wife, Marquesa de las Torres deRada. 
They gave 450,000 acres of land in trust better known as 
the Estate of San Pedro de Ibarra. They also donated 
chalices, statues, crucifixes and ornaments of all

The total of collections and contributions up to the year 
1731 reached the amount of $120,000. In 1735, properties 
were deeded amounting to $400,000, and in 1747, an 
additional $120,000. Thirty-seven: years later another 
$400,000 reached the fund. 


Sad years were ahead for the Black Robes. Twenty 
years later they were all expelled from the land. King 
Carlos III banished more than 5,000. The Californias 
numbered 55 who were arrested and escorted in chains to 
a concentration camp in Guaymas. They were confined in 
a warehouse waiting for a ship to take them to San Blas. 
Nearly all had malarial fevers. and were denied 
medication. They were refused any assistance from the 
Spanish forces in Baja California at Loreto. The 
Franciscans there persuaded Gov. Gaspar Portola of the 
Californias to bring them ashore for care. When the 
Visitor General Jose de Galvez was to arrive, the sick 
were forced to sail to the mainland. Twenty died on the 
overland march from San Blas to Vera Cruz. The officials 
at Guadalajara stopped the brutal mistreatment.

the answer lies in simple things, in dependence and love 
and self-giving and in building a core of loving good will 
in a hostile and threatening world.

It will not lessen but intensify 
the joy of the season and bring us to the creche full of 
gratitude that the Church sounds this call again and 
again, each year, to help our laggard pilgrim feet from 
turning off the path or dawdling in the pleasant wayside 
stream too long or too often. 


debated for years. Some say that their instittitions in the 
Spanish Empire were jealously guarded autonomies 
endowed with great wealth, according to popular 
imagination. Religious and secular politics were very 
strong in the Bourbon courts in Europe. Anti-clerical 
attitudes were rampant among leaders of the so-called 
Catholic Countries. Many felt that the papacy, with its 
Jesuit supporters, was an ineffective force in society. The 
last straw in Spain and her colonies was a letter 
supposedly said to be forged by two Jesuits attacking the 
legitimacy of the king. As a result, Carlos III signed a 
decree on February 27, 1767, promulgated in Mexico on 
June 25th, banishing the Jesuits from the empire. Then, 
seven years later Pope Clement XIV decreed that they 
ceased to have any recognized being in the Church. It was 
Pope Pius VII who later decreed that the Jesuits were 
officially an organization in 1814, and they returned to 
Mexico in, the late 1800s. . 


When the Jesuits left Baja California in 1767, 16 
flourishing Mission Centers were left behind. The king of 
Spain acted as trustee and divided the missions into 
Upper and Lower California. 
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NEW YORK (NC) — The Church’s 
position on nuclear arms, abortion and 
capital punishment make up a ‘‘seamless 


garment’’ that Catholics should address 


together rather than separately, Cardinal 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago said Dec. 
6. 


Speaking at Jesuit-run Fordham 
University in New York, Cardinal 
Bernardin stressed the importance of 
developing a ‘“‘consistent ethic of life in 
our culture’’ and linked that ethic as well 
to the Church’s positions on Central 
America and domestic poverty. 


THE CHICAGO archbishop, who 
gained national attention for his 
chairmanship of the committee which 
developed the U.S. bishops’ recent 
pastoral letter on war and peace, said he 
did not underestimate the intellectual, 
political, ecclesial and ecumenical 
difficulties of developing such a broad- 
based ethic of life. 


“But I believe the Catholic moral 
tradition has something valuable to say in 
the face of the multiple threats to the 
sacredness of life today,’’ he said, ‘‘and I 
am convinced that the Church is in a 
position to make a significant defense of 
life in a comprehensive and consistent 
manner.’’ 


Cardinal Bernardin’s speech at 
Fordham expanded on a similar theme he 
had begun to develop during the U.S. 
bishops’ annual general meeting in 
Washington three weeks earlier. 


IN A report to the bishops as the newly 
appointed head of the bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, 
Cardinal Bernardin said then that the 
Catholic Church was in a unique position 
to bring together the issues of war and 
abortion because no other major 
institution was addressing the issues the 
way the U.S. bishops have. 


He noted that the pastoral on war and 
peace had linked the two concerns under 


the broader theme of the sanctity of life - 


but said that the linkage had received little 
public attention and that there is ‘‘much 
more depth in joining the two issues’’

HE CONTINUED, Selhe 
development of such an atmosphere has 
been the primary concern of the ‘Respect 


' Life’ program of the American bishops. 


We intend our opposition to abortion and 
our opposition to nuclear war to be seen 
as specific applications of this broader 
attitude.”’ 


He added that the bishops have been 
opposed to the death penalty ‘‘because we 
do not think its use cultivates an attitude 
of respect for life in society.’’ 


On Central America Cardinal 
Bernardin said the Reagan 
administration’s policy there ‘‘relies 
predominantly on the threat and the use 
of force, which is increasingly distancing 
itself from a concern for human rights in 
El Salvador and which fails to grasp the 
opportunity of a diplomatic solution to 
the Central American conflict.’’ 


HE ALSO said a consistent ethic of life 
means that arguments for the right to life 


_ must also extend to the quality of life.. 


“Those who defend the right to life of 
the weakest among us must be equally 
visible in support. of the quality of life of 
the powerless among us: the old and the 
young, the hungry and the homeless, the 
undocumented immigrant and the 
unemployed worker,’’ he said. 


“‘Consistency means we cannot have it 
both ways: we cannot urge a 
compassionate society and vigorous 
public policy to protect the rights of the 
unborn and then argue that compassion 
and significant public programs on behalf 
of the needy undermine the moral fiber of 
the society or are beyond the proper scope 
of governmental responsibility.”’ 


CITING THE Church principle 
which prohibits the directly intended 
taking of innocent human life, Cardinal 
Bernardin said the principle needs to be 
upheld in regard to. both war and 
abortion. ‘‘It cannot be successfully 
sustained on one count and 
simultaneously eroded in a similar 
situation.”’

Church caught up in another Latin war

BOGOTA, Colombia (NC) — The 
kidnapping of Jaime Betancur, law dean 
of the Catholic University of Bogota and 
brother of the Colombian president, 


shows one of the many ways in which 


Roman Catholic Church figures have 
become willing or unwilling participants 
in Colombia’s guerrilla war. 


- Pope John Paul II was among: the 
people pleading for the release of 
Betancur, who was kidnapped Noy. 22 by 
guerrillas as a way of pressuring the 
government to free political prisoners and 
raise wages. 


KIDNAPPING HAS become a’ 


common practice among guerrillas. In 
October police said 82 people were being 
held captive by kidnappers and described 
53 . * the people as victims of politically 
motivated groups. In the first nine 
months of 1983, 20 kidnappers were shot 
dead by security forces. 


Prior to the Betancur kidnapping, 
Catholics were already deeply involved in 
the guerrilla conflicts which have been 
going on for 20 years in this South 
American country, where 95 percent of 
the 27 million. people profess Roman 
Catholicism. 


‘While some farm workers in November 
were asking one Church leader to help 
protect them from guerrillas, another 
leader was meeting with farm workers 
considered sympathetic to guerrillas. 
While one bishop is on the government- 
appointed Peace Commission trying to 
negotiate a settlement to the fighting, 
several other churchmen have been 
accused by military officers of having ties 
with the guerrillas. 


CURRENTLY, THERE are six 
guerrilla groups in Colombia with a total 
membership of about 10,000. The group 
that kidnapped the 53-year-old Betancur 
is the National Liberation Army, which 
regards Cuban President Fidel Castro as 
its ideological leader. 


In Noveniber farm workers from 


central Colombia occupied a church and- 


sent a letter to Cardinal Anibal Munoz 
Duque of Bogota to dramatize their call 
for firmer action against a Communist 
guerrilla group in their area. 


The farm workers say members of the 
pro-Soviet Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia killed at least seven people in 
November in central Colombia, where 
fighting between guerrillas and soldiers 
has been heavy. 


IN THE wake of the killings, relatives 
and friends of the victims occupied the 
Catholic church in the town of Puerto 
Boyaca and sent a delegation to Bogota to 
meet with government and Church 


‘leaders. 


In letters to Cardinal Munoz Duque 
and Colombian President Belisario 
Betancur the farm workers condemned 
“the cruel killings committed by fanatics 
of the Communist Party supplied with 
arms from Cuba, Nicaragua or 
Moscow.”’ 


Luis Ramirez, a spokesman for the 
farm workers, said the guerrilla group, 


_ called FARC after its Spanish initials, is — 


losing support in rural-areas. 


“WE CEASED to believe in the 
FARC when they began to murder our 
families, to take away our sons and to 
kidnap people,’’ he said. 


FARC is the largest of the six guerrilla 
organizations. The army has accused 
FARC of being the armed branch of the 
Colombian Communist Party, an 
accusation denied by the Communist 
Party. 


More than 840 people have been killed 
in 1983 in the fighting in central 


‘Colombia. In 1982 the government 


offered guerrillas an amnesty, but the 

majority of the insurgents rejected it. 
ALSO IN November, Bishop Jose 
Serna of Florencia, a member of the 
government’s Peace Commission, met 
with another group of farm workers said

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Church must understand feminism, pope tells nuns

ROME (NC) — The Church must better understand 
feminism if it wants to solve problems facing women 
Religious, Pope John Paul II told women Religious 
leaders during a series of luncheon meetings. 


He spoke of feminism in the context of why Religious 
vocations have dropped. The pope also said that: 


© Women Religious should be paid adequately for 
their work; 


¢ There is a ‘‘crisis in maternity’? in the Western 
world and ‘‘physical and_ spiritual’? maternity are 
intimately linked to woman’s identity. 


The pope expressed the views during nine hours of 
conversations in June and July with 10 representatives of 
women’s Religious orders. The comments were quoted 
indirectly in a report prepared by the women. 

NC NEWS Service obtained a copy of the eight-page 
report which was sent to 2,000 women Religious leaders 
around the: world after having been reviewed by the 
Vatican Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes. 


The concerns of women Religious included the 
vocations crisis, their relationships with bishops and the 
loss of respect for Religious in secular societies. 


The women Religious expressed concern over the lack 


-of vocations to Religious life and said that “‘long term 


commitment is sometimes lacking because of the 
changing social and political environment,’’ the report 
said. 


THE POPE ‘‘commented that in his contacts 
throughout the world, he finds two characteristics among 
young people: a strong secularization and. a spiritual 
awakening (a breath of the spirit),’’ the report said. ‘‘He 
noted as well the-resurgence of vocations to the priesthood 
but not to feminine Religious life.’’ 


The pope ‘‘stated that it appears today that young 
women are less sensitive to the call to Religious life than 
are young men. In the past, the opposite was true,’’ the 
report added. 


The discussion on vocations included, the report said, 
“a challenge to Religious women to confront the 
problems of vocations, and a call to bishops, priests and 
seminarians to reach a better understanding of Religious 
consecration in order to promote Religious life and 
vocations.”’ : 


FEMINISM WAS. brought ‘up as a factor in the 
‘decline in vocations, and the pope expressed ‘‘his 


conviction that we must deepen our understanding of the 
women’s movements in order to understand the problems 
of Religious life,’’ the report said. 


The report indicated that the pope also acknowledged 
the positive and negative aspects of feminism, and said 
that, ‘‘reactions against the abuses of men.are justified.”’ 


The meetings took place over lunch in the pope’s 
apartment June 7, June 14 and July 5, the report said. 
Attending were members of the executive committee of 
the International Union of Superiors General, Cardinal 
Eduardo’ Pironio, prefect of the Congregation for

General is composed of the heads of female Religious

The report said the pope ‘‘expressed concern regarding 
the crisis in maternity in the Western world and stated 
that he sees maternity — physical and spiritual — as 
intimately related to a woman’s identity.”’ 


The pope added that ‘‘where physical motherhood is 
deprecated, spiritual maternity, essential to virginity, will 


also be lacking. A demographic problem does exist, but 


the Church must defend basic values such as maternity,”’ 
the report said. 


THE NUNS told the pope that a changing society 
requires a changing role for Religious who now 
increasingly work ‘‘in collaboration with the laity, often 
individually’’ rather than in large numbers and together 
in schools and hospitals as they had in the past, the report 
said. The nuns added that appreciation of Religious life 
has lessened. 


Often in the past , Religious were admired and 
accepted,’’ the report said. ‘‘In societies marked by 
secularism, this is frequently no longer the, case, and 
Religious find themselves more closely identified with 
Jesus Christ in His rejection.”’ 


In response, the ‘‘Holy Father stated his conviction 
that apostolically the presence of women Religious in a 
local church is more important than that of a priest.’’ 


THE REPORT added that “‘in many places, the 
presence of the church is in fact the presence of th 
Religious.”’ 


‘Bishops on their ad limina visits have stated that the 
presence of women Religious is an element without which 
it would be difficult to build a local church,’’ the report 
continued. 


The women introduced the topic of the relationship 
between bishops and Religious and said that ‘‘at times 
there is a tension between Religious and bishops because 
of differing concepts of authority or because areas of 
authority are poorly defined,’’ the report said.

““PROBLEMS ARE also created when a bishop 
considers ‘dialogue’ as the communication of a decision 
which has already been made. Today we see dialogue as 
searching together for a common solution to questions of 
mutual concern.”’ 


The pope ‘‘asked if sisters working in parishes receive 
adequate remuneration’’ and ‘“‘strongly affirmed that 
sisters’ remunerations should permit them to live in 
dignity and to perform adequate apostolic services.’’ 

The third meeting discussed religious life in the United 
States and took place after the announcement that the 
Vatican had initiated a study of U.S. religious life. 


THE REPORT said the nuns told the pope that- 


“‘when cultural values are not recognized or respected, 
problems are created and communication becomes 


difficult.’’ 


Regarding the study of U.S: Religious life, the report 
said the pope was told that greater consultation should 
have taken place prior to the decision to do the study. 


““As a democratic country, the United States of 
America is sensitive to values of participation. A broader 
dialogue in preparation of a text which is of a particular 
interest to religious life throughout the world would have 
been appreciated. It seems strange to us that there was no 
consultation with the UISG or the USG,”’ the report said. 


UISG ‘IS the International Union of Superiors 
General. USG is the Union of Superiors General, 
composed of leaders of male Religious. 


The report noted that ‘‘the holy father expressed his 
gratitude for the observations made regarding the United 
States which brought facts and helped interpret them. He 
also expressed his concern, reiterated by American 
bishops, regarding the decline of vocations in the United 
States.”’ 


During the discussion on inculturation, the women 
Religious raised the topic of religious garb. 


‘““THE HOLY father expressed his concern that there 
is a tendency (especially in Europe) to set aside much that 
is Religious. Is this tendency to be followed?’’ the report 
added.

The Vatican’s new declaration forbidding Catholics to 

become Masons would allow a local bishop to seek an 

exemption but would require him to apply to Rome for it, 

said officials of the Vatican’s doctrinal congregation and 

the National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The declaration, issued Nov. 26, said, ‘‘Catholics 
involved in Masonic associations are involved in serious 
sin and may not approach Holy Communion.’’. It also 
said, ‘‘Local ecclesiastical authorities do not have the 
faculty to pronounce a judgment on the nature of 
Masonic associations.”’ 


A NUMBER of U.S. bishops in recent years have been 
making such judgments on their own authority and in 
some cases permitting Catholics to join particular 
Masonic lodges on grounds ‘that those lodges were not 
actually anti-Catholic. 


But the new declaration seems to reserve such 
exceptions to the general law to Rome alone, said Msgr. 
Richard Malone, director of the NCCB Committee on 
Doctrine and the NCCB. Committee on Pastoral 
Research and Practices. 


In Msgr. Malone’s judgment this is the key ‘‘new 
element’’ in the Nov. 26 declaration, which was issued 
under papal authority by the Vatican’s Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith. 


“ROME IS tightening up,’’ he said. 


A source at the doctrinal congregation said Nov. 30 
that local Church authorities cannot grant a variance for 
U.S. Masonic groups, and anyone seeking such a 
variance should write to the congregation. 


eK special study would have to be done if a U.S. group 
wanted to get a reading on a local lodge,’’ the Vatican 
source said. 


MSGR. WILLIAM McManus of the Catholic 
University of America, a consultor to the Vatican 
commission that was responsible for revising the Church’s 
Code of Canon Law, agreed that the declaration seems to 
be “‘adding a new law’’ that restricts a local bishop’s 
power. 


The declaration, after reaffirming ‘‘the Church’s 
negative position’? that Masonic principles are 
“Srreconcilable with the Church’s: doctrine,’’ declares 
that joining Masonic associations ‘‘remains prohibited by

the Church’’ and that Catholics who join them are ‘‘in 
serious sin and may not approach Holy Communion.” 


Its next paragraph goes on to say, ‘‘Local ecclesiastical 
authorities do not have the faculty to pronounce a 
judgment on the nature of Masonic associations which 
might include a diminution of.the above-mentioned 
judgment, in accordance with the intention .of this 
congregation’s declaration delivered on Feb. 17, 1981.” 


MSGR. MALONE said in an interview that that 
language refers to the 1981 declaration but goes beyond 
its language. 

The 1981 declaration said that a 1974 document on 
Masonry from the congregation was not meant “‘to 
remand to the bishops’ conferences the making of public 
pronouncements with a judgment of a general nature on 
the nature of the Masonic associations.” 

The difference between the 1981 and 1983 declarations 
is that the 1983 statement refers not just to bishops’ 
conferences but to ‘‘local ecclesiastical authorities,”’ 
meaning both bishops’ conferences and individual local 
bishops, Msgr. Malone said. 

THE NEW language, he said, means that a local 
bishop does not have the ‘‘faculty’’ or power to make a

judgment on his own as to the presence or absence of anti- 
Catholicism in a particular Masonic association. “‘It says 
the bishop has to write to Rome,”’ he said. 

While the 1981 declaration said that ‘‘the solution of 
cases of individual persons...may be submitted to the 


judgment of the Ordinaries (local bishops),’’ the NCCB . 


official interpreted the new declaration as saying that 
bishops ‘‘would have to start sending those to Rome.”’ 


Making a judgment on the nature of the lodge is a 
prerequisite to making a judgment whether a Catholic can 
join it, he explained. He added that he did not think the 
doctrinal congregation would contradict a local bishop’s 
recommendation regarding the acceptability of Catholic 
membership in a particular Masonic group; but he 
thought the congregation wanted to make sure that all 
such decisions are cleared through it. 


HE ATTRIBUTED the ‘‘tightening up’’ in part to a 
national scandal over a conspiratorial secret Masonic 
lodge in Italy in 1981 that involved leading figures in 
Italian politics, industry, finance and the military. In a 
number of other countries, especially in southern Europe 
and Latin America, Masonic organizations are still anti- 


Catholic, while in some other areas they do not seem to 
be, he said. : 


He said that the new declaration seemed 'to be an effort 
by the Vatican to alert Catholics ‘‘that anti-Catholicism is 
more prevalent than people might think’’ in world 


’ Freemasonry. 


Msgr. Malone said he would distinguish ‘‘between 
what I call ‘real Masons’ and ‘other Masonic groups.’ ”’ 


HE SAID the “‘real Masons’’ are those who ‘‘take 
seriously’’ the principles of “‘pure Masonry.’’ These 
principles, according to the New Catholic Encyclopedia, 
include a body of religious beliefs and symbols and a 
rejection of many Christian beliefs as nothing more than 
divisive opinion. 

He described “‘other Masonic groups’’ as groups which 
call themselves Masons but do not take the theoretical 
tenets of Masonry seriously. 


It is the judgment of a number of Catholic scholars that 
most Masonic lodges in the United States are basically 
fraternal, civic associations in practice. 

“MANY AMERICAN Freemasons have joined the 
lodge for social or business reasons, with a perfunctory

education in Masonry and slight or no acquaintance with 
its philosophy,’’ says the New Catholic Encyclopedia. 


Msgr. McManus, while agreeing with Msgr. Malone 
that the new declaration restricts the power of local 
bishops to. judge on Masonic lodges, offered a subtly 
different version of its likely effect. 


On the one hand, he said, it seems to prohibit a bishop 
from making a general judgment on the character of a 
particular Masonic association which would diminish the 
Vatican judgment expressed in the declaration.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A church-state separationist 
group has urged the U.S. Postal Service not to issue a 
commemorative postcard honoring a 19th-century 
Michigan bishop whose cause for sainthood ‘is being 
promoted at the Vatican. The group, Americans United 
for Separation of Church and State, said issuance of the 
postcard honoring the late Bishop Frederick Baraga of 
Marquette, Mich., would constitute . government 
involvement in the effort to have the bishop canonized. 
The Postal Service, citing the bishop’s humanitarian work 
with Indians, said it plans to issue the 13-cent postcard 
next. June 29. Bishop Baraga, a Slovenian-born 


missionary to Indian tribes in Michigan and, Wisconsin, 
died in 1868 after serving 14 years as the first bishop of 
Marquette. The formal process for beatification of Bishop 
Baraga began about 10 years ago. The exécutive director 


of Americans United, W. Melvin Adams, said in a letter 
to Postmaster General William F. Bolger that it is 
improper for the U.S. government ‘‘to interfere, either ~ 
for or against a candidate for sainthood,’’ in the 
canonization process. Americans United also said the 
Postal Service has been “‘playing favorites’? among 
religious faiths in its decisions on commemorative stamps 
and postcards. .

MSGR. MALONE said that whatever effect of new 
law the new declaration might have, it would not in itself 
seem to change the situation for U.S. Catholics who have 
joined the Masons in recent years with permission of their 
local bishop. New laws are not retroactive in their legal 
effect, he said. 


ROME — Pope John Paul II became the first pontiff to 
visit a Lutheran church Dec. 11 and said that Lutherans 
and Catholics could see the ‘“‘distant dawn’’ of full 
reconciliation. The historic hour-long evening prayer 
service at the Evangelical Lutheran Church came during 
celebrations of the 500th anniversary of the birth of 
Martin Luther, the Augustinian monk whose efforts at 
reform led to the division of the Church in the West into 
Catholic and Protestant communions. Lutheran officials 
here said the pope’s visit was a ‘‘courtesy visit’’ and did 
not imply their recognition of papal authority. Speaking 
in German, Pope John Paul said it was Christ’s life that 
reminds us of “‘our common origin, the gift of our 
redemption and the. common aim of our earthly 
pilgrimage. On this 500th anniversary of the birth of 
Martin Luther, we seem to discern the distant dawn ot the 
advent of recomposition of our unity and community.”’ 
The pontiff, wearing red and white vestments, walked 
slowly up the aisle of the small church with the Lutheran 
pastor, shaking hands with those present. He later 
mentioned ‘‘obvious separations in doctrine and faith that 
still exist,’’ but said that unity is the goal. ‘‘We desire 
unity. We are working for unity without letting ourselves 
be discouraged by the difficulties we find along the 

-away,’’ said the pontiff.

He encouraged the Mass-goers to 
“*follow our culture.’’ Applause filled the 
room when he implored the _largely- 
Hispanic audience to ‘“‘not forget our 
traditions.”’ 
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He also encouraged involvement in 
community improvement. ‘‘We should 
keep our faith and try to keep justice in 
our neighborhoods,’’ he added. 


BISHOP BERLIE also remarked on 
the 40 years Bishop Maher has given to 
the Church. 


The procession into the Mass included 
17 courts of Catholic Daughters of the 
Americas dressed in caps and gowns, a 
huge brightly-dressed contingent from 
Confederacion Guddalupano and black- 
clad Knights and Ladies of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 


The priests, deacons, servers and 
bishops filed in at the end of the 
procession. Priests came from all over the 
diocese, including Imperial County and 
Prince of Peace Abbey in Oceanside

In addition, Irish-flavored 
entertainment was performed for the 
bishop, who is of Irish and German 
ancestry.

Adams, who played the harp and sang 
Danny Boy, When Irish Eyes are Smiling 
and One Day at a Time. She dedicated the 
last song to some of the priests and Sisters 
from the local parochial schools she 
attended. 


Speakers paying tribute to Bishop 
Maher included Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church, Calexico, who read a letter of 
congratulations signed by ‘‘the people of 
God from Imperial Valley.”’ 


LOIS RICHARDS, president of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council, made a 
presentation on behalf of the laity. She

He made reference to 
comedian Bob Hope’s slogan, ‘‘Thanks 
for the memories.”’ 


““‘BOB HOPE was right, good 
memories are the greatest gift you can 
give anyone,’’ he said. He thanked his 
brothers and sisters, the Guadalupanas, 
the Diocesan Council of Catholic 
Women, the Trustees of USD and the 
people in attendance. ‘‘The beauty of 
your own lives is mine and I thank you all 
for the gifts you have given me. God Bless 
you all.’’ He was greeted with a standing 
ovation. 


Most. Rev. Emilio Berlie, bishop of 
Tijuana, thanked Bishops Maher and 
Chavez for their support and the growing 
ties between the dioceses.

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Seminary classmates 
as theologically correct

Anniversaries are always special 
moments. But for San Diego Bishop Leo 
T. Maher, this Dec. 18 will be a very 
special date: it will mark the 40th 
anniversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood, a vocation he never doubted 
and prepared for since childhood. 


‘“When he was three years old he said 
he wanted to be a priest and never 
changed his mind,’’ remembers Sister 
Mary Claire Maher, .O.P., the bishop’s 
sister. Sister Mary Claire, a Dominican, 
teaches at the San Domenico School in 
the San Francisco archdiocese. 

‘“‘BISHOP LEO was the fifth of nine 
children, and from an early age his mind 
was focused on God and his’ priestly 


Mm vocation,’’ she said. ‘‘He was 12 when he 
left our family in Iowa and went to live 


with our uncle, Msgr. Edward Maher in 
California, to prepare for the 
priesthood.”’ 


‘The bishop’s younger brother, Father 
Raymond J. Maher is pastor of St. 
Aloysius Church and director of 
charismatic renewal for the San Jose 
diocese; the brothers were classmates in 
the seminary, and were ordained earlier 
than usual because of World War II and 
the. Church’s desire to have as many 
priests as possible available for the 
chaplaincy. ‘‘We were ‘war babies’ in 
that sense,’’ said Father Maher.. 


As seminarians, both Maher brothers 
helped their uncle teach religion classes in 
what was then the one Spanish-speaking 
parish of the San Francisco archdiocese, 
now part of the San Jose diocese. They 
had trouble communicating with the 
parents, remembers Father Maher, but 
not the children. 


‘WE TAUGHT in the mornings and 
then served milk and cookies. ‘‘Maybe it 
wasn’t the doctrine, but the milk and 
cookies that lured them,’’ he mused. 
‘‘We did that for five summers.’’ 


The Maher brothers were joined for 
two of those summers by another 
seminarian, now Father Leonard W. 
Bose of St. Lucy’s Ghurch in Campbell, 


California. The three assisted Msgr. | 


Edward Maher in the Hispanic 
neighborhoods of his parish. 


“He blended in right away. He had no 
trouble mixing with Hispanics, even 
though he was Irish and from the 
Midwest,’’ recalled Father Bose of the 


~ bishop as a young seminarian. ‘“‘He and I 
used to have all sorts of theological 


arguments. They used to accuse me of 
making up my own theology, and he’d 
correct me.’’ 


AS A seminarian, the future Bishop 
Maher was always theologically sound 
and loyal to the. Church and _ her 
teachings, classmates remember. Said 
Father Bose: “‘He’s down the middle. 
He’s. not a liberal, he’s not a 
conservative. He’s progressive, he’s 
traditional in the sense his ideas are sound 


’ Catholic doctrine, but at the same time 


he’s imaginative and inventive.”’ 
Another seminary classmate, Msgr. 
Daniel Cahill of St. Monica’s Church in 
San Francisco, said of the future bishop: 
“He was always a faithful son of Holy

Church-minded. He loved the Church, 
and he was well-liked.’’

It was there that 
he showed the qualities that later led to his 


appointment as first bishop of Santa ° 


Rosa, remembers Msgr. Cahill. 


‘“He was a farm boy from Iowa who. 


from the beginning had good, practical 
sense. When he was placed in positions of 
authority, his practical ability and 
common sense came out. He had the self- 
confidence of a good leader.”’ 


ANOTHER SEMINARY classmate, 
Msgr. Eugene Gallagher, now in 
residence at the Church of the Nativity in 
Menlo Park, remembers the future priest 
and bishop as always evidencing ‘‘a 
certain down-to-earth practical wisdom’’ 
that would later become valuable in times 
of leadership roles. ‘‘He always kept a 
balance.”’ . 


“But I keep thinking of him more as 


“the secretary to the archbishop,’’ said 


Msgr. Gallagher. ‘“‘He was always open 
to meet and discuss things. He had an 
easy way about him, but he made 
decisions and was not afraid to make 
them. He made decisions for the future, 
and I don’t think a lot of us at that time 
had any idea the decisions he made would 
be good for the.future.’’ 


As a young priest, Father Leo T. 
Maher was ‘‘very concerned, very well 
read,’’ remembers another seminary 
classmate, Father Adrian Murray of St. 
Lawrence Church in Oakland. Father 
Maher was very interested at the time in

Joseph D. Deans, now at St. Catherine of 
Siena ‘Church in Martinez, in the 
Oakland diocese. 


‘‘He was a good student, jovial, but 
very serious about what he was doing,”’ 
remembers Msgr. Chester Thompson of 
St. Thomas More parish in San 
Francisco. ‘‘We were in the chancery 
office together, and Msgr. Maher 
performed his duties as secretary to the 
archbishop and lots of other duties as 
well. As chancellor he was exemplary, 
and very efficient.”’ 


MSGR. MAHER was chancellor of the 
archdiocese when tragedy suddenly 
struck, remembers his brother, Father 
Raymond. ‘‘He and Bishop O’Dowd, 
head of diocesan education, agreed to go 
on a common mission to visit a church. 
They were in separate cars. Bishop 
O’Dowd’s car was hit by a train. Because 
Chancellor Maher was not far behind, he 
saw the car being dragged by the train. 
He was given many of the duties of 
dealing with the death.”’ 


That same evening, remembers Father 
Raymond, his brother telephoned and 
asked him to cover for him the following 
day and preach a homily the future bishop 
was supposed to’ give during an already 
scheduled Mass. 


‘I was impressed that he would 
remember such a small detail in the 


volume of work required of him that night 
of death. From then on, he was the one 
the archbishop depended on. It was at 
that point that people started thinking of 
him as ‘bishop material,’ ’’ his brother 
said. 


WHEN FATHER Leo T. Maher was 
ordained to the priesthood on Dec. 18, 
1943, in San Francisco’s old St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, ‘‘our mother travelled from 
Iowa to be present at his ordination and 
first Mass,’’ recalled Sister Mary Claire. 


‘“‘Throughout his life he has been 
marked with a special charism...an 
appreciation for all that is wholesome and 
good,’’ said Sister Mary Claire, who 
proudly speaks of her brother’s 
‘‘boundless affection for children, warm 
consideration for the aged, and a deep 
respect for priests and Religious.’’ 


Vocations: have always marked the 
Maher family, said Sister Mary Claire. 
Of the nine children, one is a Religious, 
one a priest and another a bishop; an 
uncle was a priest. In Ireland, another 
uncle was a Christian Brother, and three 
first cousins are Sisters. 


DURING HIS 40 years of priesthood, 
said Sister Mary Claire, Bishop Maher 
has always had a ‘‘deep devotion to Our 
Lady, which has helped him find 
adventure even in the routine. Her 
intercession will insure his happiness on 
his 40th anniversary.’’

Students’ mornings are spent in class on 
dogmatic and_ spiritual theology and 
biblical studies; afternoons include 
seminars and work in Latin, Hebrew and 
Greek. In addition, each has ‘‘house’? 
chores and all gather for daily spiritual 
exercises and Mass; they also serve at 
Mass for Pope John Paul in St. Peter’s 
Basilica on. important occasions. 


THE ORIGINAL intent of the U'S. 
bishops in founding the North American 
College was to give some seminarians ‘‘a 
sense of what Rome was about, a sense of 
the institutional flavor of the Church. But 
you can get as good an education in the 
U.S:,’’ he said, 

But today the NAC offers its students 
something more than just that 
“institutional experience,’’ said Father

Nazareth, are in Catholic care and 


_ administered by the Franciscans; the 


order has legal title to others, such as the. 
Cenacle, the upper room in Jerusalem 
venerated as the site of the last supper, 
but has not had physical possession of 
them for hundreds of years because of the 
complexities of Middle East politics. 


And others, like the basilica here in 
Bethlehem or the Church of. the Holy 
Sepulchre in Jerusalem, are shared jointly 
with the Greek Orthodox Church. Each 
has separate Catholic and Orthodox 
altars, and one Mass after another as 


thousands of pilgrims stream by each day. 


FATHER MacTOMMONEY was 
ordained 30 years ago in Washington, 
D.C., ‘‘with the understanding that I 
would be serving in the Holy Land.’’ And 
he has been ever since, except for a total 
of seven years back in the United States. 


He has also served in several of the 
many Catholic schools that dot the 
Franciscan Holy Land ‘‘custody,’’ which 
includes Israel, Egypt, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Syria and Cyprus. But the bulk of his 


. duties, in addition to supplying in the 


Latin (Roman Catholic) parishes of the 
Jerusalem Patriarchate, consists of taking 
groups of pilgrims on journeys that 
stretch from the Dead Sea in the south to 
the Sea of Galilee, more than 100 miles to 
the north. 


Although he lives in the Holy Land and 
daily visits the many places mentioned in 
the Old Testament and Gospels, Father 
Brian finds dealing with the pilgrims in 
his charge and seeing their own faith 
deepened an important part of his own 
faith experience. 


HE DOES admit, however, that he still 
finds it ‘‘very exciting’’ to wake up each 
morning in Jerusalem or Bethlehem. His 
favorite assignment was on the western 
shore of the Sea of Galilee: ‘“‘It’s 
untouched, unspoiled, the least 
commercialized, where Christ spent most 
of His public life and ministry, except for 
periodic visits to Jerusalem.”’ 


There are currently about 360 


Franciscan friars serving in the Holy 
Land Custody, about half of them 
Italians. In their care are 40 sanctuaries 
and shrines, the major Catholic parishes, 
and a number of schools serving about 
15,000 students. (Father Brian has taught 
in Tel Aviv and Amman, Jordan). 


Although: not a part of the Franciscan 
““Custody,’’ there are also more than 100 
Franciscan Sisters staffing schools in the 
Holy Land, especially in the Israel- 
occupied West Bank; there the majority 
of the Palestinians are Christians, about 


evenly divided between Catholic and. 


Orthodox. 
THE FRANCISCANS also operate 


orphanages and medical centers, and care 
for the aged among the Palestinian 
population, many of whom are refugees 
two times over because of the almost 
constant state of war that has existed in 
the Middle East since Palestine was. 
partitioned in 1948. 


Father Brian is no stranger - to 
Bethlehem at Christmas, but this will be 
the first time he has actually been in 
residence there during the holiday. The 


Franciscans have a modern convent and 


church directly adjacent to the Orthodox 
church of venerable antiquity. 


A knowledgeable, experienced and 
very talkative guide, Father Brian is 
strangely quiet when it comes to 
describing his own feelings about living 
daily the biblical experience: ‘‘I find it 


_very hard to verbalize...it’s a very real 
feeling, but hard ta put in words. It’s a. 


private thing. I can feel it, but I can’t put 
it into words.”’ 


““T LIVE it and see it, the humanity of 
Christ, but His divinity is_a matter of 
faith. You can identify with Him, you can 


walk in the steps Jesus walked. Pilgrims _ 


are spiritually touched, deeply impressed. 
The great majority say it’s more than 
they expected, above and beyond 
anything they dreamed.of.’’ 


Even though Bethlehem has _ its cs 


commercial aspects, Christmas there isn’t

‘IT’S THE same at home, too. The 
parish priest is so caught up in 
everything. It’ s the same with Holy Week 
and Easter.’ 


But being 4 a priest in the Holy Land 
does have its obvious rewards. For one, 
saying Mass in the shrines that have been 
the object of pilgrimages for almost 1,900 
years. Daily Mass for Father Brian can 
mean the traditional Catholic chapel on 
the ground level, or the tiny Catholic altar 
in the manger itself, now part of the 
basilica’s basement. 


There, just a few feet away and under 
the orthodox altar, is a hole in the marble 
floor. Stick your hand through, and you 
are actually touching the original .rock 
floor of the manger in.which Christ was 
born. What was once rough rock is now 
polished smooth as glass, worn down by 
the countless hands that have touched it 
over the centuries since that first 
Christmas Eve...

LEMON GROVE — A “‘landmark’’ 
Catholic maternity hospital in Chimbote, 
Peru, owes some of its success to a local 
parish. 

Msgr. J. Raymond Moore, the pastor 
of St. John of the Cross Church, once was 
a member of the Saint James Society, an 
organization for diocesan priests who 
work as missionaries for a while. He 
served the southern coastal Peruvian 
town from 1961-66 and was instrumental 
in opening the hospital where 20,000 
births have been registered. : 


HIS PARISH regularly donates to the 
Church-run maternity hospital. ° The 
parish gave seed money to the facility and 
this year alone shipped two incubators 
and a half-ton of sheets and_ infant 
clothing. The sheets came from Mercy 
Hospital and the clothes were collected at 
a parish Widow’s Club shower. 


“Their support has been a continuing 
thing down there,’ said Father Jules 


~ Roos, a priest of the Pittsburgh diocese 


who, worked with Msgr. Moore and 
continues to serve in Chimbote through 
the St. James Society. He was in San 
Diego recently to visit Msgr. Moore. 


Father Roos was a parish administrator 
in Charleroi, Pennsylvania, when he 
decided to work through the society. He 
left for Peru in 1964 and thought he 
would stay four or five years. He is still

furnishings ran $26,000. 


“It’s a beautiful place. It’s warm and 
cozy and the kids love it,’’ Sister of St. 
Joseph Frances Michele Francese, said.

CCD CLASSES, Bible meetings and 
RENEW groups all use the refurbished 
facility behind the church. Wall-to-wall 
carpeting, tinted windows and new 
roofing are a few-of the things that were 
done.

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IN THE beginning, ‘‘It was partially a 
curiosity, but what appealed to me was 
the idea. the Church’s mission was 
universal,’’ Father Roos said. He 
expected and found a ‘‘broadening 
experience.”’ 

Father Roos doesn’t want to leave 
because he has unfinished projects he 


_ wants to see completed. ‘‘There is much 
‘more to do...I’ve gotten involved. I’ve 


enjoyed the experience,”’ he said. 


Chimbote is on a sandy desert by a 
“beautiful bay’’ 250 miles north of Lima. 
In the early 40s, Chimbote was nothing 
more than a village, Msgr. Moore said. 
But growth and slums came when the 
U.S. government helped build the Pan- 


American highway which cuts through 


Chimbote. 


“THE SWITZERLAND of Peru’’ is 
located in the 22,000-foot mountains near 
Chimbote, so the small town became a 
stopping point for travelers headed for the 
mountain resorts. 


Job hunters poured into tiny Chimbote 
when the anchovieta (fish) processing 
plants were developed. More potential 
workers came in the mid-’50s when’ the 
government built a steel mill in the 
village. 

The population jumped from 10,000 in 
1956 to 150,000 in 1962 and about 
250,000 now. Little effort was made to 
expand lights, streets, water and sewer 
services. Housing was scarce, so squatters 
came in and built reed house villages 
overnight. 


““THEY WOULD refer-to these things 
as invasions,’’ Father Roos said. The 
government recognized squatters and 
gave them property rights and eventually 
gave them money to build houses. Even 
the Church, and Father Roos, helped 
construct pre-fab housing. 


Into this chaotic environment of 
overcrowded slum living came Fathers 
Roos and Moore. They helped realize a 
doctor’s dream of opening a clinic for 
pregnant women. 


“His primary concern was the 
pregnant woman — her health,’’ Father 
Roos said of Dr. Carlos Duran, who gave 
up a high-paying practice in a city to work 
in struggling Chimbote. 

THE LOCAL bishop agreed to let 
others establish a maternity hospital on 
the grounds of St. Martin de Porres 
parish. American nun-midwives, a Peace 
Corps volunteer, Dr. Duran and Father 
Moore worked at Maternidad de Maria 
when it opened in 1966 with 13 beds.

WASHINGTON — Under certain circumstances, 
baptized non-Catholics may now be given Catholic 
funeral rites. 


That is one of 76 changes in the Church’s liturgical 
norms which went into effect along with the new Code of 
Canon Law on Nov. 27. ; 


WHILE MANY of these changes were merely matters 
of minor word changes or new footnote references in the 
voluminous body of liturgical norms issued in recent 
years, others were more substantive. 


The changed instructions, for example, also: 


e Indicate a stronger preference for concelebration of 
Mass when this is possible; 


© Call more explicitly for deferral of infant baptism 
when there is no reasonable hope that the child will be 
brought up as a Catholic; 


¢ More clearly state restrictions on the circumstances 
and conditions under which general absolution may be 
administered; 


© Categorically exempt medicines from the normal 
one-hour eucharistic fast. 


The 76 changes in liturgical instructions were 
contained in a decree from the Vatican’s Congregation 
for the Sacraments and Divine Worship which was 
approved Sept. 12 and sent out in Latin to bishops’ 
conferences around the world. 


“(AS CANON 2 in the new code says, the existing 
liturgical books remain in force, but anything in them 
that is contrary to the canons of the new code is to be 
emended,”’’ said the decree ordering the changes. 


The International Committee for English in the 
Liturgy was putting the final editorial touches on the 
English translation of the revisions at the beginning of 
December, and the U.S. Bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy planned to distribute it shortly. 


‘Ironically, in the United States some rules governing 
one new liturgical rite — that of the anointing of the sick 
— were changed by the new code on the same day that 
use of the new rite became mandatory, Nov. 27. 

THERE ARE 15 changes in the instructions on the 
anointing of the sick and viaticum because of the new 
code. While most are of a technical nature, several are 
significant. 


One 1s the suppression of the formula, ‘‘If life is in

uncertain whether the person was dead or alive. In case of 
doubt, the priest is to proceed with the usual anointing 
formula without the conditional clause. 


The revised instructions also say that anointing “‘is to 
be conferred’? on those who are unconscious and on 
children who have reached sufficient use of reason. The 
former instruction said ‘‘may be conferred.”’ 


REFLECTING CANON 1005 in the new code, the 
revised instructions add clauses saying that in cases of 


SAN’ DIEGO — Volunteer parishes are needed for a 
new catechetical evaluation process that is now a pilot 
program for the Office of Religious Education. Because 
the National Catechetical Directory says catechetical 
programs should be subjected to regular evaluation, the 
Religious Education Office will launch a pilot ‘*Parish 
Evaluation Process’? next spring. ‘‘This evaluative 
process is designed so the parish community may perceive 
its catechetical task as central to its mission and so that it 
may adequately give ministry to the Word,’’ Father Steve 
McCall, director of the office, said. ‘‘The evaluation 
process facilitates a dialogue among parishioners 
regarding their experience of parish religious education,” 
he added.

doubt whether a person is dead or whether a child has 
reached the age of reason, anointing is to be conferred. 


Another addition to the instructions explicitly excludes 
‘fanyone who remains obdurately in open and serious 
sin’”’ from receiving anointing. While this was also part of 
Church law before, it was not explicitly in the liturgical 
instructions before. 


On concelebration of Mass, the old instructions 
prescribed concelebration only for Masses at which 
bishops or priests were being ordained. They spelled out a

few other occasions on which it was generally 
‘‘permitted,’’ and left it up to the local bishop whether 
permission would be granted for other occasions. : 


THE NEW instructions add the Holy Thursday 
Chrism Mass to occasions when concelebration is 
prescribed. They say it is ‘‘recommended”’ on those listed 
occasions on which the former instruction said it was 
“‘permitted.”’ 


Where the old instructions required a bishop to spell 
out the kinds of occasions on which concelebration would 
be permitted in his diocese, the new instructions say only 
that the bishop may regulate it ‘‘in accord with the law.”’ 
This refers to the new norms prescribing or 
recommending it on a number of occasions and to Canon 
902, which gives priests general permission to 
concelebrate ‘‘unless the benefit of Christ’s faithful 
requires or suggests otherwise.”’ 


On the Eucharistic fast, the new norms repeat the 
general requirement that communicants are to fast from 
foods and liquids for at least an hour before receiving 
Communion. But where the old norms said “‘with the 
exception of water,’’ the revised instructions say “‘with 
the exception only of water and medicine.”’ 


THE NEW norms simply exempt the elderly and the 
sick, and those who care for them, from the Eucharistic 
fast. The old norm was flexible but called for a fast of 
‘‘about a quarter of an hour’’ by those persons. 


Revised instructions on baptism set out more explicitly 
that, except in danger of death, a baby’s baptism “‘is to be 
delayed’”’ in cases of ‘‘complete absence of any well- 
founded hope that the infant will be brought up in the 
Catholic religion.”’ 


Several revisions in the instructions spell out more 
stringently than before the restrictions on the use of 
general absolution. 


AN AMENDMENT to the instructions for the rite of 
funerals incorporates provisions in the new code which 
say that a Catholic funeral is to_be celebrated for 
catechumens and that Catholic funerals may be 
celebrated for unbaptized infants and for baptized non- 
Catholic Christians in certain circumstances. 


On the Liturgy of the Hours, one revision says that 
bishops, priests and deacons aspiring to the priesthood 
‘tare bound by the obligation’’ to recite the full sequence 
of the hours every day, where the old norm simply said 
“*should.”’ 


Another revision says that permanent deacons “‘are to”’ 
recite those parts of the Liturgy of the Hours that have 
been set by the bishops’ conference. The previous 
instruction had simply said ‘‘it is most fitting’ for 
permanent deacons to do so. ; 


THE AMENDED instructions also touch on such 
things as the rules governing priests hearing confession, 
rules for church furnishings, and instructions concerning 
the exposition of the Blessed Sacrament and processions. 


One rite, that of a religious promise in place of 
temporary vows as an option for Religious following their 
novitiate, has been suppressed in the amended 
instructions.

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — Saturday night Masses 
were well-attended Nov. 27, the first time Catholics in the 
Archdiocese of Philadelphia could fulfill their Sunday 
obligation on Saturday. 3 


The Catholic Standard and Times, Philadelphia’s 


archdiocesan newspaper, conducted a random survey of 
priests and parishioners and reported some Masses 
‘‘packed”’ or with ‘‘standing room only.”’ 


THE ARCHDIOCESE of Philadelphia had been the 
only U.S. diocese in which Catholics could not attend 
Saturday evening Mass to fulfill their Sunday obligation. 
Individual dioceses in the United States could select or 
reject the Saturday night option, and Cardinal John Krol 
of Philadelphia said his insistence on Sunday observance 
was an effort to stem the desacralization of Sunday. . ~ 


The new Code of Canon Law, issued by Pope John 
Paul II, made the Saturday night option available 
worldwide. The new law took effect Nov. 27. 


David Reid, who attended the 7 p.m. Mass at 
Philadelphia’s Resurrection Parish, said he was 
impressed by two factors: the number of families with 
toddlers and the number of elderly persons. 


““MSGR. (JOHN) Sharkey (administrator at 
Resurrection) said he thought we had skipped the four 
Sundays of Advent and went right to Christmas Eve — 
that’s how crowded the church was,’’ Reid said. 


More than 200 people attended Saturday night Mass at 
the Cathedral Basilica of SS. Peter and Paul, said Msgr. 
James Howard, pastor. 


He said he wondered if more persons — especially 
those who traveled to parishes in the neighboring Diocese 
of Camden, N.J. — will attend Mass because of the 
opportunity to go on Saturday nights. 


SACRED HEART Church in Riverton, N.J., is only 
a few minutes’ drive from Philadelphia, and some 
Philadelphians have made the trip: to attend Saturday 
Masses there. 


Father James E. Coley, pastor at Sacred Heart, said he 
did not see a noticeable decrease in attendance at the 4:30 
p.m. Mass, ‘‘which has traditionally been very well 
attended by Philadelphians.’’ He said that Mass might 
still be convenient, since Cardinal Krol announced 
Masses before 5 p.m. would not fulfill the obligation. 


Parishioners at Sacred Heart Church in Oxford, Pa., 
often attended Mass in parishes in the Archdiocese of 
Baltimore.

The Ballad of Gregorio Cortez 
(Embassy), based on an actual event, is 
the story of a clash of cultures. 


Outright villainy plays a part in it, but 
ignorance and ingrained, unthinking 
prejudice play a more significant role. 
And still more significant is its positive 
theme: a paean to the courage and dignity 
of Hispanic Americans made aliens in the 
land of their ancestors by the Anglo 
conquest. 


IN 1901 in Gonzales, Texas, a 
Hispanic-American, Gregorio. Cortez 
(Edward James Olmos), shoots a sheriff 
when a mistake made by an interpreter 
turns a question into a threat. He flees for 
the border more than 400 miles distant, 
accused of two more murders and 
pursued by a huge posse led by Texas 
Rangers. 


After eluding his pursuers by his 
courage, skill and endurance, Cortez 
nevertheless turns his back on the Rio 
Grande and salvation after he learns that 
his beloved wife and children are being 
held in prison. 


He delivers himself over to his enemies, 
facing, he believes, a trial that can have 
but a single outcome: a verdict of guilty 
followed by hanging. 


THINGS, HOWEVER, don’t turn 
out quite that way because there are a few 
men on the other side who realize that for 
justice to have any significance it must 
apply to all.

Short Eyes and seems to have strong 
empathy with those whom Hollywood 
customarily neglects, Gregorio Cortez is 
based upon a book by Americo Paredes 
adapted for the screen by Victor 
Villasenor. 


It is a sensitive and restrained, not 
especially dramatic, film given special 
impact by the fine cinematography of Ray 
Villalovas and a superb performance by 
Olmos as Cortez. Ironically, Olmos 
turned down a role in Chevy Chase’s 
Deal of the Century, an abysmal effort 
chock full of offensive Hispanic 
stereotypes, to play this part.

to support the guerrillas. The meeting 
was arranged by Father Gonzalo Lopez, a 
priest who has been acting as a mediator 
between warring factions. 


Bishop Serna asked the farm workers to 
support the Peace Commission’s efforts to 
pacify and develop the region. 


In other parts of the country, priests 
also have been playing a mediating role 
between the government and guerrilla 
groups. 


BUT IN some parts of the nation, 
church-state relationships have soured 
over accusations that military officers are 
involved in killing innocent people in 
their anti-guerrilla campaigns. 


Among the accusers are two priests, 
Fathers Gabriel Yepes and Jorge Mira. 
Military spokesmen have denied the 
accusations. 


‘““The armed forces do _ not 
commit...nor have they ever committed 
this type of atrocity. I am sure that these 
allegations form part of a campaign which 


is being promoted to discredit the 
military,’’ said Gen. Nelson Mejia, chief 
attorney of the armed forces. 


GEN. FERNANDO Landazabal, 
defense minister, has said that in some 
parts of the country priests have 
developed jinks with insurgents. 


The accusation was denied by Bishop 
Hector Rueda of Bucaramanga, who said 
he had no evidence to suggest that priests 
were aiding guerrillas.

It was pointed out that ‘“‘to respect pluralism in the 
matter of religious dress seems required by a sensitivity to 
different cultures and to meaningful signs and symbols in 
those cultures,’’ the report said. 


‘In some situations a religious habit might be 
necessary for evangelization; in others it might be a 
hindrance. The charisms of an institute must be 
considered in this question,’’ it added. 


‘CARDINAL PIRONIO ‘‘mentioned at this point the 
problem which the habit presents for the approval of 
constitutions,’’ the report said. ‘‘Though it is not an 
essential value, insistence on it has a way of dividing 
communities. A sign of religious consecration’ must 
identify us but cultural differences should be taken into 
account.”’ 


The report was sent in early December by UISG to its 
2,000 members. St. Joseph Sister Dorothy Bujold, UISG 
executive secretary, said in answer to a question that the 
report was mailed after it had been seen by the 
congregation for Religious. 


An accompanying cover letter by Notre Dame Sister 
Kay McDonald, UISG president, said, ‘‘Our holy father 
listened with great attentiveness and assured us that his 
listening was an explicit form of participation.” 


PARTICIPANTS AT the meetings included U-S. 
Sacred Heart of Mary Sister Mary Milligan and Sister 
Bujold. 


A similar series of nine-hour meetings occurred in 1983 
between the pope and 11 leaders of male Religious 
Orders. These took place Jan. 15, May 10, May 24, and 
May 31. NC News Service also obtained a copy of the 
report of these meetings. USG sent the report to its 
members after the report had been reviewed by the 
congregation for Religious. 


In a letter accompanying the report Father: Marcel 
Gendrot, a member of the St. Louis Marie Demontfort 
Order and secretary general of USG, said that the pope 
had sought advice from the religious men. He quoted the 
pope as saying, ‘‘the pope must not only be consulted but 
counseled.’”’ 


THE USG meetings, attended by Passionist Superior 
General Father Paul Boyle of the United States, included 
discussion of problems which Religious communities of 
men encounter in dioceses. 

“Tt would be a great help for everyone if a dialogue 
could be established between religious superiors and those 
responsible in the Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith,’’ the report said. 

The report on the papal meetings with men Religious 
does not say which of the participants, including the pope, 
made specific comments. 


THE WOMEN’S report on the other hand, separates 
the thought of the religious superiors from the comments 
of the pope. 

Ideas which developed at both series of meetings 
currently are being culled into one report to the pope. 
Participants in the meetings say the pope may use the 
information in preparing a document on Religious life 
and they expect such a document to be published in 
March.

CIUDAD DEL. VATICANO (NC) — El abuso de la 
absolucién general es ‘‘un ataque contra la verdadera 
dignidad del sacramento de la penitencia,’’ dijo el Papa 
Juan Pablo II en una charla, el 10.de diciembre, a un 
grupo de obispos mexicanos. 


El Papa dijo que México es un ejemplo de un lugar 
donde “‘los mas pobres’’ pueden experimentar el amor 
personal y el respeto de los’ sacerdotes en una confesién 
individual. t 


‘El sentido del pecado, personal y secreto, requiere 
esta forma de confesién individual, que es secreta y 
discreta, adaptable y personalizada,’’ dijo el papa. 


El nuevo Cédigo de la Ley Canénica es clara en 
relacién a las reglas relativas al abuso de la absolucidén 
general, dijo el Papa. 


Los: reglamentos de la Iglesia permiten una absolucidén 
general en circunstancias especiales cuando es fisicamente 
imposible una confesién individual, pero los. penitentes 
deben confesar cualquier pecado grave en una confesién 
individual subsiguiente. 


El Papa Juan Pablo no cité ningtin abuso especifico. 


La confesidn individual, dijo el Papa a los obispos 
mexicanos, es un signo del ‘‘amor personal de Dios para 
cada persona bautizada.”’ 


La capacidad para reconocer en cada individuo la 
imagen de Dios, es una viviencia personal no transferible, 
que no es posible servirla con directivas genéricas y 
andnimas,’’ dijo el Papa. 

El énfasis en la confesién individual 
demuestra la preocupacién de la Iglesia por todos, 
incluyéndo ‘‘a los mas pobres — de los que hay muchos 
en sus didcesis — por quienes nadie en esta sociedad, 
apurada y sin descanso, tiene tiempo,”’ afirméd el papa 
Juan Pablo II. 


El Papa también pidié a los obispos que subrayen la 
importancia de la oracidn a los sacerdotes y seminaristas 
mexicanos, 


“‘Una oracién diligente es el proceso temperante en la 
formaci6n espiritual,’’ dijo el papa. 

CIUDAD DEL VATICANO (NC) — El Papa Juan 
Pablo II visitara una prisidén romana en Navidad para 
celebrar la Misa del Afio Santo, que podria ser televisada 
a otras prisiones en todo el mundo, anuncié el Vaticano el 
6 de diciembre. 

E] Papa Juan Pablo probablemente viajaré a la prisién 
de Rebibbia, el 26 de diciembre, dijeron funcionarios del 
Vaticano, donde el asaltante convicto del Papa, Mehmet 
Ali Agca, esté pagando una sentencia de _prisién 
perpetua, por su ataque al Papa en mayo de 1981. 


El 7 de diciembre la agencia catdlica italiana de noticias 
ASCA cité a fuentes del Vaticano que dijeron que el Papa 
habia pedido reunirse con Agca durante su visita a la 
prision. 

El informe de ASCA dice que funcionarios del 
Ministerio de Justicia italianos y del Vaticano estan 
elaborando los detalles de la reunién, y afiadieron que 
funcionarios del gobierno no veian ningtin obstdculo 
mayor para el encuentro cara a cara. 


La Oficina de Prensa del Vaticano no hizo ningtin 
comentario sobre el informe de la reunidn planeada. 


E] Papa les dard a los reclusos una indulgencia éspecial 
otorgada durante el Afio Santo, de acuerdo al Arzobispo 
Mario Schierano, quien preside el comité del Vaticano 
sobre el Afio Santo. 


CIUDAD DEL VATICANO (NC) — Un portavoz 


del Vaticano, el padre Romeo Panciroli, confirmé el 2 de ° 


diciembre, que el Papa Juan Pablo II visitard Suiza del 12 
al 16 de junio prdéximo. 


Las fechas de la visita fueron anunicadas en Suiza, el 
primero de diciembre, por la Conferencia Episcopal de 
Suiza. 


Los obispos suizos dijeron que la Visita incluird etapas 


_en las zonas de habla francesa, alemana e italiana de 


Suiza. 


Esta visita pastoral estuvo originalmente planificada 
para finales de mayo y principio de junio de 1981, pero la 
grave herida sufrida por el pontifice durante el ataque que 
sufrid en la Plaza de San Pedro el 13 de mayo de 1981, 
forz6 a una postergacion del viaje.

WASHINGTON (NC) — El Departamento de 
Justicia ha decidido no apelar dos determinaciones de la 
Corte que anula un reglamento del gobierno que requeria 
que los padres sean notificados cuando una nifia menor de 
18 afios recibe contraceptivos por receta en clinicas 
financiadas por el gobierno. 

El Procurador General Rex. E. Lee dijo el 30 de 
noviembre que el Departamento de Justicia no apelard, 
pero no quizo comentar sobre las razones especificas. 


Este reglamento, emitido en enero, fue desafiado en 
juicios ‘separados por la Asociacién Nacional de 


Planificacién de la Familia y Salud de la Reproduccion y - 


la Federacién de <Paternidad Planificada. La 
Administracidn Reagan, quien emitid la reglamentacion, 
perdid en ambos casos. 


La Conferencia Catdlica de los Estados Unidos, el 
brazo de politica puiblica del episcopado americano, 
respaldé el reglamento y dijo que sin esta regla ‘‘los 
adolescentes estan completamente a merced de _ los 
operativos de planificacién familiar cuya ideologia es de 
manipulacién social y control de la poblacién, negandoles 
lo que realmente es en el mejor interés de los adolescentes 
mismos.”’ 


CIUDAD DEL VATICANO (NC) — Los catdlicos 
norteamericanos deben trabajar por la paz, dijo el Papa 
Juan Pablo II a un grupo de 15 obispos de los Estados 
Unidos, el 3 de diciembre. El papa se reunié con los 
obispos durante su visita oficial a Roma de cada 5 afios. 


‘‘Vuestras iglesias locales deben ser comunidades que 
promuevan la paz, vivan la paz e invoquen la paz,’’ dijo 
el Papa. Enfatiz6 en la relacién existente entre la oracidn, 
especialmente la Misa, y los esfuerzos por la justicia y la 
paz. 


“‘Existe, dijo el Papa, una relacidn real entre la paz que 
es proclamada y estimulada en la Eucaristia y todas las 
iniciativas de la Iglesia de llevar la paz de Cristo al 
mundo. Vuestros propios esfuerzos para promover la paz 
y ayudar a establecer en el mundo las condiciones que 
favorecen la paz, son, como es la paz misma, totalmente 
dependientes de la gracia de Dios.”’ 


Solamente una Iglesia en oracién ‘‘puede mostrarse 
suficientemente sensitiva a las necesidades de los 
enfermos, los que sufren, los solitarios — especialmente 
en los grandes centros urbanos — y a los pobres en todas 
partes,’’ dijo el Papa. 


“La Iglesia como una comunidad de servicio,’’ dijo el 
Papa, ‘‘tiene primero que sentir el peso de la carga que 
llevan tantos individuos y familias, y luego lanzarse a 
aliviar estas cargas. La disciplina que la Iglesia descubre 
en la oracidn la expresa en un profundo interés por la 
fraternidad de Cristo en el mundo moderno y por sus 
muchas y diferentes necesidades.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — A campaign 
to urge President Reagan not to appoint 
an ambassador to the Vatican has been 


. launched by the Seventh-day Adventist 


Church. 


The church, in a _ half-page 
advertisement published Dec. 5 in The 


Washington Post, said Reagan, ‘‘for the 


sake of the nation, for the sake of the 
church,’’ should not appoint an 
ambassador. : 


THE ADVERTISEMENT urged 
readers to call or write the White House 
on the issue. It also urged discussions on 
the issue with “‘friends, associates, your 
congressmen and fellow believers.’’ 


Reagan signed legislation Nov. 22 
which lifted a century-old ban on formal 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and the Holy See. The measure 
does not require appointment of an 
ambassador but allows the president to 
take such an action for the first time since 
1867. 


The legislation, attached to a_ bill 
authorizing programs for the State 
Department, was approved by Congress 
with almost no debate and with no formal 
hearings. 


THE ADVERTISEMENT, placed 
by the Washington headquarters of the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church in North 
America, listed five reasons why an 
ambassador to the Vatican should not be 
appointed: 


e The church established by Jesus 
Christ ‘‘was in no sense a state. It was 
uniquely a church’’ intended to be pure 
and committed to Christ’s teachings; 


e@ The early church became less than 
pure by allying itself with the state and 
even becoming a state. ‘With the 
reformers we want to see the church pure 
again...Exchanging ambassadors would 
retard these spiritual objectives.’’ 


e¢ Church-state separation is best for

said, noting what it said was the 
Founding Fathers’ fear of ‘‘entangling 
alliances’’ of church and state. 


© Appointment of an ambassador or 
receiving an ambassador from the Holy 
See would be ‘‘an apparently 
unconstitutional act’’ in violation of the 
First Amendment’s prohibition against 
laws which prefer one religion over 
another. 


¢ Appointment of an ambassador 
“will impede interfaith fellowship.’’ The 
advertisement said that ‘‘no act of the 
American government could tarnish 
interfaith relationships more than the 
favoring of one church over others,’’ and 
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cited the Holy See’s ‘‘spiritual 
sovereignty over hundreds of millions of 
Roman Catholics — including millions of 
American Catholic voters.”’ 


The advertisement also noted that 
other recent opponents of diplomatic 
recognition of the Vatican have included 
the National Association of Evangelicals, 
the Baptist Joint Committee on Public 
Affairs, the National Council of Churches 
and Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State. 

The U.S bishops have taken no 


position on the issue.
